PRESIDENT IN PRIME TIME 

The stakes were high for President Obama’s 
address to the nation. He has delivered just 
nine White House speeches in prime time, 
according to CBS Radio correspondent 
Mark Knoller, who keeps tallies on presiden- 
tial appearances. Obama chose the grand 
East Room over the more intimate Oval 
Office, which is the traditional location for 
commanders in chief to talk to the country 
about war.

WASHINGTON President Obama said Tuesday 
that he will seize one last diplomatic opening 
to avoid military strikes on Syria but made a 
forceful case for why the U.S. must retaliate 
for that nation’s alleged use of chemical weap- 
ons if the effort fails. 

In a nationally televised address , Obama cau- 
tiously welcomed a Russian proposal that the 
government of Syrian President Bashar Assad 
give up its stockpile of chemical weapons, sig- 
naling that he would drop his call for a military 
assault on the regime if Assad complies. 

But with little guarantee that diplomacy 
would prevail, Obama argued that the na- 
tion must be prepared to strike Syria. Facing a 
skeptical public and Congress, the war-weary 
president said the United States carries the 


burden of using its military powder to punish 
regimes that would flout long-held conven- 
tions banning the use of biological, chemical 
and nuclear weapons. 

“If we fail to act, the Assad regime will see 
no reason to stop using chemical weapons,” 
Obama said. “The purpose of a strike would 
be to deter Assad from using chemical weap- 
ons and make clear to the world we will not 
tolerate their use.” But he added that he has “a 
deeply held preference for peaceful solutions” 
as he pledged to work with international part- 
ners to negotiate with Russia over a U.N. reso- 
lution on a Syria solution. 

The speech was a plea from a president 
who, defying public opinion, has pushed the 
U.S. toward using force in Syria— and staked 
his and the nation’s credibility on whether he 


can get Congress to support him. But it also 
followed two days of intense political and 
diplomatic negotiations on Capitol Hill and 
abroad that appear to have shifted his calculus 
for how quickly to move forward with direct 
intervention. 

Obama pledged that before pursuing mili- 
tary options, his administration would ex- 
plore a surprise offer from Russia on Monday 
to persuade Assad to surrender his chemical 
weapons to U.N. inspectors. 

The president had visited Congress in the 
afternoon, asking senators in both parties to 
delay a vote on a resolution that would autho- 
rize him to order strikes on Syrian government 
targets in retaliation for the alleged chemical 
attack on Aug. 21 that reportedly killed more 
than 1,400 Syrians near Damascus. 


A White House official said Obama spent 
an hour apiece with the Democratic and Re- 
publican caucuses, reviewing evidence of the 
attack and reiterating his decision to pursue a 
“limited, targeted” military strike that would 
not involve U.S. troops on the ground in Syria.

Dismissals could 
mark new approach

The decision by Cook County State’s At- 
torney Anita Alvarez to set aside the convic- 
tions of two men Tuesday, leading to their re- 
lease from prison and into the arms of family 
members and lawyers, underscored the fact 
that Illinois’ problems with wrongful convic- 
tions are far from over. 

But Alvarez’s handling of the cases of Carl 
Chatman and Lathierial Boyd also may signal 
a shift in her approach to wrongful convic- 
tion cases, one that has given her a reputa- 
tion as a prosecutor who slow-walks inno- 
cence claims and dismisses convictions only 
when she has no choice. 

In some cases, even when DNA evidence 
has pointed to another potential suspect or 
when other compelling evidence has sug- 
gested a prisoner’s innocence, Alvarez has 


shown resistance rn vn racing coin -in cions.

Moments of silence 
to mark September 11

NEW YORK Americans will commemorate the 
12th anniversary of the Sept, ii attacks with 
solemn ceremonies and pledges to not forget 
the nearly 3,000 killed when hijacked jetlin- 
ers crashed into the World Trade Center, the 
Pentagon, and a Pennsylvania field. 

The 12th anniversary on Wednesday may 
not capture the same attention as others, 
such as two years ago, when the 10th anniver- 
sary w*as also the first following the death of 
Osama bin Laden from a May 2011 raid byU.S. 
forces in Pakistan. 

New York City still scarred from the at- 
tacks that brought down the Twin Towers, 
will repeat the ritual of reading of the names 
of the 2,983 people who died at the World 
Trade Center, the Pentagon and a field near 
Shanksville, Penn. 

Nineteen hijackers also died in the attacks 
later claimed by bin Laden and al-Qaida, lead- 
ing directly to the war in Afghanistan and in- 
directly to the invasion of Iraq. 

A citywide moment of silence will be held 


at 8:4 6 a.m. in observance of the time Ameri- 
can Airlines Flight 11 crashed into the North 
Tower, followed by another at 9:03 a.m. when 
United Airlines Flight 175 struck the South 
Tower. 

Further moments of silence will be observed 
at 9:37 a.m. when American Airlines Flight 77 
hit the Pentagon; at 9:59 a.m. when the South 
Tower fell; at 10:03 a.m. when United Flight 
93 hit the ground near Shanksville; and at 
10:28 a.m. when the North Tower collapsed. 

The ceremony will be held at the National 
September 11 Memorial plaza, where two 
reflecting pools mark the footprints of the 
original Twin Towers . 

The World Trade Center site is undergoing 
reconstruction. 

In Washington, President Obama will at- 
tend a Pentagon ceremony with Secretary of 
Defense Chuck Hagel and Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs General Martin Dempsey The 
private ceremony at the Pentagon Memo- 
rial includes a wreath-laying and is for family 
members of those killed in the attack.

Internet Cat Video Film 
Fest coming to Chicago

It doesn’t matter if they’re playing the key- 
board, pretending to be aburrito or just being 
grumpy— cats are everywhere online, and the 
Internet just can’t get enough. 

It’s a cultural obsession that Scott Stulen, 
a curator at the Walker Art Center in Minne- 
apolis, took note of in early 2012. Despite not 
being a cat owner himself (his entire family is 
allergic), Stulen blissfully watched the bizarre 
and affectionate felines through the comfort 
of his YouTube stream— an experience that 
gave him the idea for the first Internet Cat 
Video Film Festival. 

The film festival, which has gone from a 
dream of Stulen’s to an actual festival garner- 
ing international attention and acclaim, is go- 
ing on tour this fall and plans to make a stop in 
Chicago on Oct. 19. 


Stulen, 38, said the idea originated as part of 
the Walker Art Center’s Open Field project, 
an annual event that works to incorporate art 
and outdoor space. When Stulen and another 
staff member hatched the plan, they figured 
the first run would be “relatively small.” 

And it most likely would have 
been, until an article appeared 
on Gawker a mere two hours 
later, with the headline ‘And So 
It Begins: Internet Cat Video 
Film Festival to Take Place Next 
Month in Minneapolis.” The 
post instantly went viral. 

‘We received 5,000 video nomina- 
tions in the first week,” said Stulen of the first 
festival in August 2012, which ended up host- 
ing more than 10,000 people. “It far exceeded 
our wildest expectations.” 

After being “inundated” with requests to 
take it on tour, the film festival returned just 
last month to its hometown of Minneapolis 



and announced a 20 -city tour for the upcom- 
ing months, including a stop in Chicago on 
Oct. 19. 

Stulen and the Walker Art Center are part- 
nering with Chicago Cat Rescue, a Lincoln 
Park-based animal rescue organization, 
to bring the festival to the Irish- 
American Heritage Center (4626 
N. Knox Ave.). Allison Brock, 
a volunteer with Chicago Cat 
Rescue, promises to transform 
the center “into a cat-lovers 
wonderland” featuring music, 
family-friendly activities, refresh- 
ments and giveaways. 

“We are expecting an audience of approxi- 
mately 3,500 Chicago cat lovers,” said Brock, 
who is not ruling out the possibility of an ap- 
pearance from a “cat-lebrity” or two. 

“{We have} placed calls to the agents of 
some cat celebrities, and their agents are cur- 
rently checking the schedules,” she said.

The creation story behind ‘Astro-Mancy” 
MGMT’s rhythmic freakout on its self-titled 
new album, is instructive when consider- 
ing the duo’s oblong output over the years. A 
band best known for its string of genre-defying 
dance-pop hits of 2008, ‘Time to Pretend,” 
“Kids” and “Electric Feel,” MGMT has since 
its rise succeeded in upending expectations — 
sometimes in mystifying ways. 

Despite the whirling rhythms and psyche- 
delic electronic noise rolling within, Astro- 
Mancy” was bom of a failed attempt to rein it 
in a bit. Which perhaps makes sense. The last 
album, “Congratulations,” was an odd, angu- 
lar affair, at least given MGMT’s early history 
of dance -along, sing-along hits. The new stuff 
splits the difference. 

‘We were trying to write a song and be tra- 
ditional about it— come up with some sort of 
chord progression or hook,” Benjamin Gold- 
wasser said. His musical partner, Andrew Van- 
Wyngarden, with hair like Donovan’s circa 
19 < 58 , sat on a couch across from him. 

Working on a song for their third album for 


Columbia Records at producer Dave Fridma- 
nn’s studio in rural New York, the pair started 
messing with the chord sketch until it was 
thick with layers. ‘We kept overdubbing all 
these things, and slowly it turned into less and 
less of a pop song, until you could barely even 
make out the chord progression in some ways,” 
Goldwasser said. 

A pure and blissful psychedelic dance rock 
song, the jam echoes such sounds, among oth- 
ers, as Beatles’ “Revolver”-era studio experi- 
ments, King Tubby’s twisted Jamaican dub and 
lysergic Pink Floyd hallucinations. It’s virtu- 
ally everything except the traditional song 
the duo set out to make. Halfway in, the piece 
moves into an escalated groove that seems to 
seize control— the music working the players 
instead of vice versa, as if part of some grand 
plan. 

For the 10 songs that became “MGMT,” the 
two, working only as a pair, dedicated them- 
selves to exploring something more basic, 
which required long jam sessions, some ex- 
tending to three hours. Working full time in a 
studio featuring sleeping quarters and space to 



roam, lyricist YmWfyngarden channeled lines 
via “isolated little lyric writing moments in the 
studio. I’d just go upstairs to my bedroom, take 
a few books or something, or go walk around 
outside.” The quiet of rural New York was far 
removed from the noise of their Brooklyn 
home base. 

“We felt like it almost got to a point where 
we were in some sort of altered state, just chan- 
neling, or in the zone, or whatever you want to 
call it. It almost felt like automatic music mak- 
ing,” VanWyngarden said. ‘That helped us feel 
a little bit more free and open, and wanting to 
explore whatever came into our heads.”

‘B-Side Studio’ co-writer 
Evan Linder on sitcoms 
and song poems

It’s a flashback to the golden age of 1970s workplace sit- 
coms: In an attempt to save their failing Chicago music 
studio, two brothers resort to luring would-be songwrit- 
ers into hiring the studio to record their “song poems.” 

This is the premise of “B-Side Studio,” a four-episode 
serial sitcom created by two young yet prominent local 
companies, The New Colony and The Inconvenience. 
While each episode stands alone, the performances are 
also filmed to air online the following Monday 

The show is co-written by two of Chicago's hottest 
playwrights: The New Colony's Evan Linder, whose “5 
Lesbians Eating a Quiche” won the Best Overall Produc- 
tion Award at the 2012 NewTork Fringe Festival and has 
been produced in 17 states; and Ike Holter, the literary 
manager of The Inconvenience, whose Stonewall- 
inspired play “Hit the Wall” was a breakout smash in 
Steppenwolf 's Garage Rep series and earned a 2013 Off- 
Broadway run. We talked to Linder about writing with 
Holter and what a “song poem” actually is. 


How “B-Side Studio” came to be: 

It started with us wanting to work with The 
Inconvenience and The Inconvenience 
wanting to work with us. Something simi- 
lar about our two companies that made 
us stand out was that The Inconvenience 
is not just a theater company-they’re 
theater and art and dance and music. And 
with The New Colony, we have so many 
musicians in our company, we have so 
much original music in all of our shows 
and we also have a film department. We 
wanted to see if we could create a project 
that would incorporate as many of those 
as possible. 

How they hit on the sitcom format: One 

night, Andy Hobgood and myself and Wes 
Needham-who plays Gary in "B-Side”- 
did a Netflix binge of old Dick Van Dykes 
and stuff and started talking about the 
sitcom as a truly American art form that 
was perfected really quickly. It was such an 
interesting format-a three-act structure in 
those 22 minutes-and [the episodes were] 
perfectly put together. We started talking 
about the idea of "sitcom” as a dirty word 
in the theater world. We tried to pinpoint 


why that was exactly, and then felt that it 
was a challenge to do a show that actually 
embraced that form. 

A teaser: Gary has a past relationship with 
someone who broke his heart, left him in 
the dust and went on to fame and fortune- 
and you find out who that is in the pilot. 

On working with Ike Holter: Ike is a dia- 
logue master ... I feel my strength was al- 
ways more [about] laying out groundwork 
for a big joke to pay off that’s being built 
through several scenes. Putting those two 
things together, I would be looking at the 
long game and Ike would be looking at the 
short game. 

So what the heck are these song poems? 

They put ads in the back of comic books 
and newspapers that say, "Hey, you want 
to be a songwriter? Send in your lyrics and 
we’ll tell you if you’ve got what it takes.” 
And inevitably, everybody who wrote in 
had what it took. [Laughs] They would say, 
"Your song about riding around on your 
kung fu bicycle in Michigan is brilliant. Just 
send us a $200 check and we’ll have pro- 
fessional musicians record that for you.” 


How song poems made it into the show: 

We [The New Colony] have a huge improv 
contingent and in The Inconvenience as 
well-and a big musical conti ngent-so we 
wanted to put those two things together. 
The song poems were brought up by Andy 
[Hobgood] and we just loved the idea that 
the main characters were doing some- 
thing that might be morally questionable 
and that everyone has failed at everything 
they have ever done. And now this is their 
last-ditch effort to save the place by doing 
this very harebrained scheme and then, 
surprisingly, it starts to work. 

Example of a “B-Side Studio” song poem: 

From Episode Two: "Where did you go, my 
pet buffalo? You left, I can tell— there’s a 
hole in my wall. Where did you go, my pet 
buffalo? I miss you and I guess that’s all. I 
miss you, so please won’t you call? Good 
luck in that big urban sprawl.” The most 
ridiculous lyrics, performed by Michael 
[Harnichar] and Brad [Smith]-who play the 
music in the show-with such honesty and 
conviction that it’s beautiful.

Drinkers here probably can remember 
their first visits to Hopleaf; I certainly can. 
You enter as a novice, eyes glazing over with 
one glance at all the “brouwerijen" (Dutch for 
breweries) smattered through the encyclo- 
pedic menu. Luckily, on my first trip, I had 
two Franco/Belgian-phile friends to take my 
hand and guide it around the wooden handle 
of a Kwak beer glass. It’s a strange contrap- 
tion, this glass and its accompanying wooden 
stand, designed specifically for drinking 
Brouwerij Bosteels’s Kwak amber ale ($7).

“The space that we have now is sort of the ul- 
timate realization of what we always wanted 
Hopleaf to be."
